Sometimes, my wife joins in the fun by 
allowing me to diaper her, for my thrill, 
nother's. I don't think she likes me acting 
•ike a baby and she feels I look silly wear¬ 
ing diapers and rubber pants. But she 
willingly allows me to do my thing 

Wearing diapers, taking a night bottle, 
and wetting the bed undoubtedly seem 
odd to people who aren t turned on by 
baby items, but the fact that my wife 
accepts this in me, and even encourages 
me to derive pleasure from indulging in 
the " baby world ' , has meant a great deal 
in our marriage.

After all, as babies most of us exper¬ 
ienced a more total love and acceptance 
than wc will ever know again. Psy¬ 
choanalysts believe that we never get 
over the loss of " mothering " and some 
even explain the drive for religious belief- 
the need fnr an all-loving, all forgiving 
parent in the sky - as evidence of our 
con tinued desire to be ' ‘babied ' 

On a lesser level, the anthropologist 
Desmond Morris has described mild 
illnesses as "grooming illnesses ", by 
which he means that often we tend to get 
colds and so on when we really need to 
give up responsibility and be looked after 
fora few days. 

(Our social convention that a person 
who is ill has a right to be irritable and 
demanding is relevant here; the effort to 
please other people (an effort we never 
needed to make as infants with our 
mothers) is a strain to many adults, who 
get struck with fear that the love and 
concern of others depends on their own 
attractiveness and niceness.) 

So, although few adults live out their 
need to be " babied " quite as literally as 
you do, Mr G.C.. it's only the form the 
wish takes in you that 's unusual, not the 
wish itself. And fortunately, though your 
wife may feel the need to protest occa¬ 
sionally for appearance sake, it seems 
that she is really happy to oblige you.
